PAUL BEFORE FELIX.

This la a court scene, and it might 
be well with certain classes to Intro- 
duce the lesson by describing such A 
gathering. The lesson occurred flro 
days after the last lesson, and twelve 
days after Paul reached Jerusalem, 
bearing the collection for the poor. 
Tbe place, Ceeaarea. was the Roman 
capital of Judea. 

. I. The Prisoner's Examination <w, 
1-0). In addition to the Roman gov- 
ernor, Felix, attired In his gorgeous 
official regalia, on a platform nearby, 
were tbe high priest of the Jews, In bis 
highly colored and Jeweled robes, tha 
lawyer, Tertnllus. in his Roman toga, 
and the elders of the Saahedrin who 
had come down from Jerusalem to bo 
witnesses against I'mil. C 
It was said that, by bis 
tongue, he could make white seem 
black, and could therefore more easily 
make It appear that Paul was "a dan- 
ger to the Roman power, and not mere- 
ly a turbulent and renegade Jew." Tha 
Judge, Felix, was an exceptionally bad 
governor, who two years later was re- 
called by Nero to Rome. The infer- 
ence of verse two la that Paul was an 
Inciter of rebellion and robberies, bnt 
the exact charges were three-fold 
(See tv. 64) (a) that -Paul waa a 
mover of insurrection ; (b) that be wbj 
a ringleader of a sect of Kssorenes 
who were cauidng trouble In the pro? 
Ince: and (c) that be had profaned the 
Jewish temple at Jerusalem. The 
charge of ^psorrectlon would be 
dally obnoxious to Felix who had just 
been praised for keeping peace In hla 
dominion. That of being a leader of 
heresy wna not serious, tor the Romans 
had no desire to Interfere between one 
Jewish sect and another, hot it led to 
the last one, via., .profaning the tem- 
ple. The Bouians had legalised tbe 
Jewish ritual, anil for Paul, to profane 
the boly place would be. a sertoua out 
rage. The weakness of Tertnllns' case 
wss that he produced no evidence 
snpport his charges. "The accusers 
were there, bnt they had no 

11. The Prisoner's Defense (w. 10-21). 
Paul cheerfully made bis defense, for 
he knew tbe Jews and their customs, 
and that Felix had married a Jewess, 
(y. 24). We might consider this de- 
fense first negatively and then positive- 
ly. On the negative side, Paul 
each charge seriatim. In the first 
place there bad not been time for him 
to cause an Insurrection (v. 11). Going 
back over these daya; (1) hla arrival 
1n Jerusalem (21:15); (2) Ma appear- 
ance before June* (21 am ; (8. 4. S And 
6). the days of hla vow (Co. 21:28, 27) 
(T) his arrest; (3) his appearance be- 
fore the Sanhedrln; <9) the conspiracy 
and hla deliverance ; (10, 11, 12 and 13) 
In Caeaares (See Ch. 24:1). Paul's 
statement showed that the whole story 
of his experience was fresh In tha 
memories of both friends and foes. It 
was the Jews who did the stirring up. 
Panl answers tbe second charge by 
acknowledging (w. ts>18) that hs be- 
longed to the Christies, way of salva- 
tion, but dcult-d that anU was heresy. 
Peal waa a true Jew and a good 
Pharisee, for (1) he worshiped the 
same God (t. 14) ; (2) be believed- to 
the Jewish law and prophets. Fmm 
them he knew he could prove *Wm t 
Jesus was tilt- ;iessls*.. fj) He Agreed" 
With the Pharisees (v. 15) In hope to- 
ward God, a resurrection " from toe 
dead and Immortal life. Paul's life was 
"void of offense" toward, God in h/.art 
ADd worship, nnd toward men as shown 
In good deeds. It was for this that ha 
exercised himself. Literally, be worked 
upon the raw material, disciplining 
and training it. Paul answers the third 
Charge by a simple denial that it had 
actually taken place, and calla for wtt- 
tteasea. Positively. Paul- explain* that 
be had followed the Oed of his fathers, 
that he believed in fulfilled prophecy— 
literally tbe resurrection of Jesus from 
the' dead — that he came to Jerusalem 
with elms for the poor, snd, na before 
the council, he stands upon hla in- 
tegrity. 

III. Tha Judge's Dalay (tv. 22-27). 
Feux had n "more perfect knowledge 
of that way." We believe he bad se- 
cured this knowledge from Philip, the 
evangelist, and from Cornelias, the Bo- 
man reutarlva. both of whom lived tn 
Ceessres.

of living, but on the contrary, it has 
had the opposite effect. While pre- 
tending to advocate peace, President 
Wilson ha* twice precipitated war with 
Mexico, sacrificing many American 
lives, and then in most cowardly man- 
ner withdrawing our troops without 
even demanding sat iafae tion. Tbe 
American flag has been trailed in tho 
dust and by reason of Mr^ Wilson's 
cowardly and insincere foreign policies 
the nation has been humiliated and 
wade tho laughing stock of the diplo- 
mats of the civilized world. 

President Wilson's domestic polioiei 
have proven even more odioue than his 
foreign policies. Speaking of himself, 
nhortly after his election, Mr. Wilson 
said he had a one-track mind, and be 
has proved it.. He has shown himself 
unequal to the task of solving the conT- 
I'l.'i questions and iesnee that' are con- 
tinually arising for solution in a great 
government such ns ohm, and hsa 
stirred tne'country with factional strife 
by his inability to take nn impartial 
view of matters or to vt aside his own 
personal prejudices. 

His treatment of the Negroes ehowed 
that he had taken Into the White 
House nil of the traditions and ideals 
of the Southern stave holder. In the 
organisation of his cabinet ho surround- 
ed himself with advisers picked from 
that class of Democrats who have been 
life-long enemies of the principles and 
practices that have made the United 
rltates the greatest and wealthiest na- 
tion on earth, and began to undo the 
great stork of a generation of capable 
government by tbe Republican party. 

For many years Negroes had worked 
in friendship and with efficiency along 
side their white fellow employees iu 
the various government departments, 
nod no political party., prior to the 

advent of President Wilson, has ever 
attempted to segregate the Negro in 
departmental . service. Evei 
Grovijr Cleveland, the Negro 
sidered part of official Washington, and 
]. roved himself to be a competent nnd 
dependable American. But whe 
row Wilson entered the White Hbuse 
a well organized effort was immediately 
begun to harrass, humiliate and embar 
rasa every Negro in the employ of the 
government, with s view of driving 
them out of their positions to make 
room for white, men and women. Tho 
next steps followed in natural sequence. 

New rules were adopted by the heads 
of departments (segregating the Negro 
employees. Then followed the direct 
action of the' president, in which be re- 
moved, nearly every Negro from the, 
employ of the govern stent who held 
a position of sny prominence or im- 
portance, throughout tbe country and 
in the foreign diplomatic service, and 
in every ease appointing white men to 
fill their places, although there were 
many able men among tbe Negroes who 
voted for him. 

President Wilson's administration 
has been characterized throughout by 
a shsmeleas surrender to race prejudice 
that has not only forced bin 
inate the Negro from the political 
placea. of "prominence to which they 
had won their way on their, merits, but 
has caused htm to commit himself to 
the policy of completely elieninating thi 
Negro from tbe government service 
which he will carry out if he is re 
turned to power at the coming elec 
tion. 

With such s prospect in view, I di 
not think it possible that a single Ne 
gro voter can be found who will be 
foolish enough to cast a ballot for Mr 
Wilson or any other' Democratic can 

didst#. If the Negroes who were de 

reived four years ago, by Bishop Wo] 
tern and Monroe Trotter into votin| 
for Woodrow WfJson for president, have 
had their eyes opened by the contempt- 
uous treatment tbey hove received st 
the hands of the president, they will 
not fail to align themselves solidly, 
in the Bepnblican ranks and cast their 
vote* for Charles ft Hughes and the 
entire Bepubtican ticket and aid in 
returning to power the gr.snd old Re-
